Ho& joft is the Nature of Things ia 
thefe Cafes, that thofe People, who thruft- 
jog themlelves in Head and Sheuldcrs to 
Subfcribe, having not wherewith in the 
World te make good the Payment, but pre- 
fuming on the Selling off to Advantage, 
fhould be drop’t in that prefumption, and 
fore’d to lofe § per Cent. for all their Sub- 
feriptions ; nor could I forbear expreffing 
my particular Satisfa@ion., fhould the 
Claffes run down to 10 per Cont. Difcounr, 
provided it had no Influence upen the Cre- 
dit in General; for really it does touch 
our Credit in general, that the Govern- 
ment fhould fuffer fuch Men as theie, to 
Encroach upon them in fo grofs a man. 
ner.

“Tf thefe Queftions can be Anfwer’d, let 
$:ock Jobbers run Things up, or run them- 
felves a Ground, and puti Things down, 
this is nothi#g ta Credir, fer Credic refts 
upos the Sufficiency of the Government 5 
and really thefe two Queftions are in the 
mai. 29 Queflizns 3 fer 1/t. What if the 
4 Fund to any Lozn were-not fufficient, muft 
pet the Parliament make that Deficiency 
up ?——As itis faid in the late Reprefen- 
ta ion The Parliament being bound 


to fupport the Credit, by making good the 
fam? 3 and 2d/y, What if the Government 
fhculd no: find, yet muft Parliamentary 
Credit be upheld, or the Pretender had as 
geod never to comehicher, for as well Whig 
~ as Jury ws. concern’d in them. 
The Queftion therefore in the Cafe of

on the Sufficieucy of the Fund given, the 


Current Payment of Intereft, and-the EC 
featial Probity of the Nation in Parliamene 
tary Juftice, making good Deficiencies. 

This being the Effential of Credir, it 
matters not that the Claffes are fallen, by 
the Prefumption and heedlefs pufhing for- 
wardne(s of a few Bankers and Scriveners, 
that thought to Stock-Jobb the Nation ; 
nay, tho’ they fhould fil fall lower ; for 
were they once below Par, at a Difcount, 
as long as the Fund remains firm, the Stock- 
Jobber would indeed be beggar'd ag he de- 
ferv'd, and reduc’d to mothing, the Period 
moft of them began at: But honeft fairAde 
venturers would then come in, and the 
Dilcount ia the Principal would be a good 
Addition to their Intereft, and the Govern- 
meat, tho’ abus’d by thefe Men at firft, 
would have its Demands anfwer’d, by the 
clear Adveoture done above Board, to the 
general Satisfa@ion. 

Sothatonthe whole, neither Govern- 
ment or People need be ALarm’d at this 
Fail of Stocks, let them goa little, till cls 
worth while for Honeft Men to come in, 
and tillthe Bankrupt Stock-Jobbers have 
fold themfelves out of Doors, and the In- 
trinfick Value will raife it again of courfe.
